Iii Seattle's fight against the spread 
of the bubonic plague by rats an inter­ 
esting experiment was made recently, 
says the New York Tribune. A rodent 
was dyed blue and turned loose to find 
out just hoxv loug it could retain its 
liberty aud how far it could travel 
without falling into one of the myriad 
of public and private traps set for the 
plague distributers. The particular rat 
selected for the test w as caught a week 
after being turned out a mile from the 
point where it xvas liberated. 
In one 
week lately 2,025 rats were received 
by the health department, of which 
1,525) were paid for at the rate of IO 
cents each. 
The total number of rats 
brought in since the plague campaign 
started is 15,831.

tive chair to prevent their lcecotuttig 
poverty stricken. 
The article, the magazine declares, 
i is "a document likely to bOCOtne Ids 
toricuh for, while the subject has had 
much atti'tition and disettssfoti, the* few 
persons tnc*st vitally i*c»nc*c»riic*d In the 
matter have never heretofore* given ex* 
I preaaloti to any special views upon it." 
The* following arc* extracts: 
“ It is most gratifying to note how 
• the private lives of our ex presidents 
are made grateful and bright by tla* 
generous nttneluneut and spontaneous 
i kindness manifested toward Them by 
| their fellow countrymen. 
The Ameri­ 
c a n people* arc* tilt* best people lu the* 
world, and tla* honor and respect with 
which they follow to ids retirement 
om* who has served them In tlte* high 
est office within their gift illustrate 
tla* innate* nobility of the American 
character. 
"Tla* truth Is that our people, so far 
from treating their ex -presidents sim­ 
ply as relies of past honors, seem dis­ 
posed not only to bestow upon them 
i honor and respect, lutt to continue them 
in serv Ire so far as t** Interfere sert- 
j nasty 
xx It!» their untramnieled atten­ 
tion t*» priv ate citizenship nnd their un­ 
restrained resumption of the occupation 
of everyday life*. 
"There is a sort of vague but none 
tla* b*-s Imperative feeling abroad In 
tla* laud that one win* has occupied 
the great ollico of pre ielent holds in 
trust for his fellow citizens a certain 
dignity w hich iti ln< conduct and man­ 
ner of life* 
he is Iwiund to protect 
against loss or deterioration. 
"Obedience to this obligation, vvhicli 
can hardly be avoided, limits the e\ 
president in Ins chance of an occupa­ 
tion of means of livelihood and pre­

Thomas Jefferson after Ids retirement 
from tin* presidency: ‘By degrees Jef- 
ferson became a poor man and, indeed, 
worse than poor, since he was involved 
In pecuniary embarrassments.

matters had reached this stage lie had 
sold his library to congress for $"3.0.70.* 
"Although lu* expressed himself as 
desiring nothing from tin* public treas­ 
ury. lie accepted pecuniary nid fur­ 
nished by private subscription, with 
tin* pathetic statement: 
" I hi\e spent three* times as much 
money and given my whole life to my 
countrymen, and now they nobly come 
forward in the only way they can nnd 
save a:j old servant from being turned 
like a dog out of doors.’ 
"John Quincy Adam 
n short time 
before lie retired from the presidency 
and in contemplation of that event 
wrote as follows: 
" ‘The Income of my whole private 
estate is less than S'd.t no a year, and I 
am p nv lug at least $‘j,ooo of that for 
interest <>n my debt. 
Finally upon go­ 
ing out of orfice in one year from ihls 
time, destitute of all means of acquir­ 
ing property, it will only ho by the 
sacrifice of that which I now possess 
that 
1 shall be able to support my 
family.* 
"W hatever omission them may be of 
fair and considerate* conduct on the 
part of our people in their relations 
with their ox presidents ought to be 
made g M*d by a definite and generous 
provision 
for all cases alike, 
based 
upon motives of justice* and fairness 
uul adequate to tin* situation. 
“ The condition is by no me ¡ms met 
by the meager and spasmodic relief 
ccasionally furnished under tin* guise 
f a military pension or some other 
nretcxt, nor would ii In* best met by 
making compensation, already accrued 
tr accruing, dependent Upon tin* dis­ 
charge of senatorial or other official 
fluty, 
"if, in concluding this discussion, a 
personal word is necessary or permis­ 
sible in view of tin* fact that 1 am the 
inly man now living who could at this 
(line profit by the ideas I have advo- 
*ated. 1 hope my sincerity w ill not 
juestioned when I 
sav 
that 
I have 
ilea It with the subject without the least 
thought of personal interest or desire 
for personal advantage. 
“ I am not In need of aid from the 
public treasury. 1 hope find believe that 
1 have provided for myself and those 
Icpciulent 
upon 
me 
a 
comfortable 
; maintenance, within the limits of ae- 
•ustomed prudence and economy, and 
those* to whom 1 owe tin* highest earth­ 
ly duty will not want when I 11111 gone. 
"These conditions have permitted me 


to treat with the utmost freedom h 
topic which involves no personal con 
sidcrntions and has only b* d<* In mv 
mind with condition* that may ttrlae It? 
the future, hut nr«* not attached to the 1 
ex-president of today, and I assure you 
that I am actuated only by an ever 
present desire that tla* fairness and 
sen!-** of justice characteristic of Afncr 
ieattlsm shall neither fail nor l*e <•!*• 
•cured." 


Retmtor W illiam B Allison of town, 
chairman «>f the committee tm appro 
prtattofis. favors action by Congress 
looking to the care and support of ex* 
presidents of tin* Fulled Stales, says a 
Washington dispatch to the New York 
Tribune.

the other 
nigSit h<* referred to the recettt utter-

Fie vein nd on tin* subject and agreed 
with him that some provision should 
l*e made in this direction.

deserved consideration at the hands of 
congress, he said, and 
undoubtedly 
would receive It.

son said. the government would have 
done well to pay his debts.

When lit* ojferc.l it In* 
found that it was go.it. and the people 
took it readily. 
Then he went into tin* business of 
Issuing checks, but in a most novel 
form, 
lie made the* check payable t * * 
bearer, but not good if Indorsed,- 
Tin* 
signature v.as not .1» P. Connor, but 
.1. P. Commr's farm. 
The idea was 
that tin* farm backed tin* note an I n >t 
(he man: lienee tin* clause that an iti 
dorsctnent would vitiate it by putting 
a it.»*ic man's mum* 011 an equality 
with tin* farm. 
Another peculiarity of the cheek is 
that it 
is payable in cotton, wheat, 
oats, potatoes, hay, egtrs, poultry and. 
I11 short, anything produced on tin* 
farm. 
It is also payable lu cashiers' 
checks or anything that passes for 
money except the currency itself. 
Now these notes are doing the work 
of currency ju Canadian and another 
town near there, and every merchant 
In both towns accepts them as freely 
as if they wen* green hacks and even 
more readily than bank checks from 
places farther away. 
The W ichita Beacon saw one of these 
notes the other day indorsed by Sen­ 
ator Itussell. so as to vitiate it. and the 
statements made lu this article are 
vouched for by the state senator from 
the Muskogee district.

the man; lienee th e cla use that an iii 
dorsement would vitiate it by putting 
a mere man's n a m e on a n , equality 
with the farm. 
A nothe r peculiarity of the chock is 
that it 
is p a y a ble iii cotton, 
wheat, 
oats, p o ta to e s, hay. eggs, poultry and. 
in 
short, a n y t h i n g produced on 
the 
farm. 
It is also payable in ca sh iers’ 
ch ec ks 
or a n y t h i n g 
that 
p a sses 
for 
money ex c e p t th e curr ency itself. 
N ow these notes are doing the work 
of currency in Canadian aud another 
town near there, and every merch ant 
in both t o w n s ac cepts them as freely 
us If they w e r e g reen ba ck s and even 
more readily than bank c h e c k s from 
places fa rther a w a y .
